The Enkimo EAyak Is a Most Difficult 


Craft to Handle. 


_ There is no el-ait sp difficult to handle 


ai tho Kskiitc V.iyok. 
Tho only boat 


familiar to us which in any way resembles 
it is tho racing shell, hut if a crack oars- 
lu-.iii of one of our crack collfgus wt^o tied 
in A) .1 kayak and tokl to shift for himself, 
even in sirooth water, lie would have- a 
h;ud timj of it. 


Thu kayuk has been evolved through 


Immln-ds of yours of necessity. Without 
It, tho Greenland Eskimos at least would 
not ]»• anli- tn pi ovidu their daily bread, or, 
moro properly speaking, thoir daily blub- 
ber. 


It is singular that all tho materials used 


in thi' construction oi tho kayak oomo from 
tho sea; driftwood for the frame, sealskin 
tor the eu\oriu{{, thougs lor the harpoon 
and d<»rt, Uory mid bone- for bow, stern 
and ktei and for tho -serious implements. 
Thu xviuiiuu prfparc tin-skin covering and 
btrc-toh it over the frainu till it, is as tight 
ami flr-,'1 as the head of a drum. On such 
occ.-i-.ion then- i* yri-at eicitomont yi tho 
community, a vtgular "kayak bee" is held; 
e\eti rofrehhijiunts are not lacking, for tho 
owner of tho kayak treats to coffee all 
around when tho work is satisfactorily 
doni). 


Tho completed boat is a triumph of in- 


ge-miity and gkill. It is about IH feet long, 
sh.o-ply pointed at each end. Its greatest 
dL-pl!i is f? inches and its width about 18. 
It is entirely covered save for the liltlo 
round holo into which the owner slips, 
pushing his fcot underneath tho skin duck 
in Iront. 


Tills holo is fitted to tho person for 


whom Iho boat is deigned, and las thighs 
coinplt toly till it up. When he is seated in 
it and his waterproof jacket is tied secure- 
ly round the ed<?e, ho id iiblo to defy tho 
waves which wash over him or tha rain 
which beats upon him. Tho six thoDg 
loops .-irrunged on the deck in front and 
tho three or four Iwhind hold hiri imple- 
ments—bird darts, lances, knives, and, 
most important of all, his harpoon. A lit-

line, and behind him on tho koyuk is tho 
harpoon bladder which iu attached, inflat- 
etl ready for use, to tho lino. 


Tho moht export nro apt sometimes to 


bo overturned. It may bo by tho attack 
of a walrus or oven a -son!, by a careless 
movement or an unexpectedly large wnve. 
If he duos not right himself at once, ho is 
inevitably drowned unless a comrade 
cowe.s tuhisnshii'taiiro. The usual method 
of turning lh<; kayak upright ngnrn is by 
Urting HID paddle an a lover, holding it 
along flip fiidn of tho boat, pointing it to- 
ward tho IK>W, then (sweeping It through 
tho water, h\it those who are thoroughly 
proficient uru nblo fo do it by menus of 
the.lr throwing Htick, their arm or oven 
their hand. — Philadelphia Inquirer.

long odds tho most impressive service was 
the one that our chaplain conducted the 
Sund.iy evening before the big fight. He 
tried to hold a meeting in the afternoon, 
but the men were too busy with then- 
preparations for battle, and so he only 
said a few wouls to them and told them 
to go ahead and get things in shape and 
that he would conduct services in the 
evening. 


'•Ho did so in a big engine house at 


Siboney. 
Ho urged us to bravery and 


filled us full of hope. He begged each in- 
dividual to do his best for his country. 
That wns the kind of religion he gave us. 
Tho wholo t-crv'ioo hardly kept us UO min- 
utes, but every man went away cheered. 


"That wasn't all. 
From the time we 


landed in Cuba our chaplain gave his 
wholo time- to visiting the soldiers. Ho 
went from place to placo and would begin 
to talk to o"o man, when soon a knot 
would putlvr around him, and then ho 
got in Me strong work. 
He didn't talk 


sentimental religion, but laughed ancl 
joked with tlio men, taking care to inspire 
them with hope, patience, patriotism and 
bravery. Then he looked out most care- 
fully for rhubu who were ill, cheering them 
and doing what he could to inako them 
coiuforfaLlc'." 


Along -,\ ith Chaplain Van de Water will 


be remembered another fighting parson 
who has :bown that ho is made of horoio 
stuff. 
Thi3 is Rev. Dwight Galloupo, 


rector of ,St. Paul's Episcopal eJSurch at 
Newark, X. J., and chaplain of Ac Xinth 
U. S. infantry. 
Chaplain Galloupo was 


sunstruck on June 29 while carrying food 
and water to tho wounded and aiding 
them in othor ways. Ho was ordered to 
tho hospifr.l at Sibonoy, but two days later, 
hearing of tho fighting at tho front and 
feeling that it was hia duty to bo there, ho 
struck out ori an eight mile walk, never 
halting until ho reuuhed thefil-iiig lino. 
Thfsn he seized a rifle from a wounded 
soldier, ripped tho Red Cross badge from 
his arm and for fully an hour pumped load 
at the Spaniards with righteous zeal and, 
BO it is said, with surprising accuracy. 


This was early in tho morning. All day 


tho ohnplain assisted the doctors with tho 
wounded. That afternoon when ho had 
moved bark about half a milo heyond the 
firing to rt-ht » bit, for he was still suffer- 
ing uuni MIC- elicits, of htmstrokc, ho wns 
injured by tho explosion or u shell. This 
did not keep him from taking tho eight 
jmlo tramp h.-u-k, and all along tho way 
ho ga-.o what a.--i:,i.mru he-could to tho 
700 or HO!) men, v,<;m.cl(-d, ul.o were drag- 
ging their Mif.>nng i/-lvcB over that terrj- 
ble road to the hospital nt Siboncy.

Plans Completed For P. J. 


Bolaiid's New State 


Street Block. 


FINE BUILDING, 5 STORIES HIGH 


Will Have All the Modern Improve- 


ments and Be An Ornament 


to North Adams. 


P. J. Boland will build a hotel on his 


State street property. The contract for 
the building has already been let and 
work will be begun at once. 


The new block will be a model of ex- 


cellence in design and of the most 
thorough construction throughout. As 
:i perfectly equipped hotel, it will be 
the equal of any building of its char- 
en, ler in tho state. 


Tho plans wer^ prepare;! by Archi- 


tects Luiminte & Bond of this city, 
and call for a bui'ding that will meet 
the exacting ro«iulrerir*nts of the hotel 
business* and will provide accommoda- 
tions for guests that will be at once 
luxurious and homelikel Architects 
L.apointe & Bond have made a special 
study of the plans for this building 
and have consulted, in this connection, 
prominent hotel men, with a view of 
securing all the most modern ideas re- 
garding; requirements and equipment, 
and these ideas have been embodied 
in this hotel in its 
arrangement 


throughout and in all its conveniences 
for the comfort of its guests. 


The building will be of harmonious 


proportions and striking architectural 
design and one of the handsomest in 
the city. It will have a street frontage 
of 102 feet and a maximum depth of 
100 feet and will be five stories high. 
The street front will be faced with 
buff Roman brick and cream white 
terra cotta trimmings. A simple yet 
handsome cornice will crown the fa- 
cade and give tone and character in 
harmony with the whole. The decora- 
tions of the facade will form an en- 
semble, beautiful, striking and dig- 
nified. 


The first floor will be used for three 


large and well lighted stores, barber 
shop, buffet, office loggia and rotunda, 
store rooms and accessories. The base- 
ment will contain a separate store room 
for each store, boiler rooms, tap rooms, 
cold 
storage, 
laundry 
and drying 


rooms, toilet rooms, billiard room, etc. 
Cm the second floor will be the kitchen, 
bakery and servants' hall, serving pan- 
try and 
sink rooms, dining room, 


breakfast room, reception room and 
parlors, reading room, together with 
suites of guest chambers with con- 
necting baths. The third, fourth and 
fifth floors will have 27 chambers on 
each floor with private and public 
baths. The private chambers are ar- 
ranged in suites with private halls con- 
necting with baths. 


The office loggia and rotunda, the 


dining room and breakfast room will 
be finished in quartered 
oak with 


polished surface- Cornices, elaborate 
in detail, will extend around the ceiling 
lines and cross beams will give depth 
and beauty and form 
architectural 


features. 
The floor of ofRe.es will be 


of Terrazzo and that of the dining 
room will be of hard wood. The walls 
and ceilings of both these -.-ooms will 
be handsomely frescoed and those of 
the chambers will be tinted in color.

been awarded 
the 
contract for the 


building. Lapointe and Bond will per- 
sonally inspect the entire construc- 
tion. The work' will be started in a 
few days and pushed as rapidly as 
possible. It is expected that the hotel 
will be open for patronage in the ear- 
ly spring.

found in milk would in most cases be 
considered unwholesome 
not 
on ac- 


count of the liiere nijrnbors that it con- 
tains, but ~tn the light of what such a 
condition means. 
A water supply con- 


taining hundreds of. thousands of organ- 
isms per drop is unsatisfactory, because 
it iudicffttas infiirtOtly the presfcnco of 
organic taster ih aijuormally large 
amounts, and suo^" material is undesir- 
able iu water, la mUk this number 
would not" be intsi^sretsd in the same 
way, because riohually milk contains 
orgaiiiu matter that would support &uch 
a growth. • . ' ' / ' . , 


Even ntideV, th& most favorable condi- 


tions milk coi'tains many mprs bacteria 
thai- water ordinarily does. As it comes 
from the animal, it generally lias from 
100 to 1,000 ggrnls per drop. These im- 
mediately begin to multiply, on account 
of the favorable conditions of growth, 
so that with increasing age tho germ 
content is s^kily increased until in 
commercial market milk there are fre- 
quently millions in every drop. 


The character of the bacteria in any 


milk i? ot vastly more importance than 
the pros&nce of mere numbers. Ordina- 
rily the great majority of the contained 
organisms are harmless so far as their 
effect on the human system is concern- 
ed. 
They are the kinds that cause the 


various fermentations to which milk is 
peculiarly subject. 


Not infrequently certain bacteria gain 


access to the milk thDt are able to form 
deleterions substances. 
Cholera infan- 


tum and other disorders of the intes- 
tines are frequently attributable to their 
effect. 
Tha presence of even a, few or- 


ganisms of this class is very much more 
dangerous than the millions of sapro- 
phjsfes that are concerned in the pro- 
duction of tha various fermentative 
changes. 


Keep Files From the Milk. 


One of the trouble! of the dairy farm, 


and, in fact, at the creameries and the 
factories, s&ys Mr. W. H. Potts, is the 
ever present nuisance, the fly, and this 
is more accentuated during the summer 
months. Flips will get into tho milk 
buckets and milk cane if special preqan- 
tions be not adopted to exclude them. 
At the creameries and factories the re- 
ceiving vat stands open and affords am- 
ple opportunities for flies to perpetrate 
suicide. With our advanced knowledge 
of dairy and other bacteriology we are 
now aware that this element forms a 
distinct menace to the purity of our 
dairy products. Dr. Schnltz, the emi- 
nent bacteriologist of Berlin, has sub- 
mitted thousands of flies to microscopic 
examination, and his results and con- 
clusions are simply surprising. 
The 


fly's foot is shaped like the month of a 
trumpet. The circular portion secures a 
grip on a flattened surface. The vacuum 
being complete, seeing tho trumpet 
shaped foot is hollow, a firm Hold is 
thus secured, and a fly can walk up a 
perpendicular pano Of glass as readily 
•-;s it can travel over one lying horizon- 
nil. In the hollowed portion of the 
u-umpet shaped foot jg a space which 
forms a receptacle for bacterial life. 
Tho doctor found microbes in »he feet 
of about 30 per cent of flies caught in 
the country and in the city about 40 
per cent. In tho hollow oi' one foot 
alone he discovered over 100 microbes. 
It is known to all how flies will walk 
ovor nnd f'vo] iji filtli^ 'lirt, dond *V°h 
and other vile matter. Tho foot retains 
tho objectionable germ life, which is 
the cause of putrefaction. On getting 
into the milk they convey to or inocu- 
late it with a hostile element which 
tends to fifteen flavor and uroma detrt- ', 
mentally.

agamit this evil .ind freely recognize j 
the: irnp.irtauc'j of keeping tbo flies out i 
of tho railk or «•„•«.oj.—Exchange.

Row to' Stop Craojw In 'ifleor*

When the -winter, floor coverings aro 


carried out, though great coolness and 
cleanliness is tho rqsult, too often an 
unsightly stiotch of board is presented 
to view. ' Flooring in. any • except tho 
best built modern houses is so often ill 
laid that the housekeeper is puzzled how 
to conceal tho email chasms between 
the planks. Bugs are costly and dusty, 
and to paint or varnish a straggling 
floor is love's labor almost lost. 


Common sense advises her to till up 


tho cracks, bnt how—not with putty? 
There is a better plan than that. Gather 
My all tho letters from the waste paper 
basket, until there is a big bag full, 
enough paper to stuff a couple of big 
sofa cushions. Set the idle or the will- 
ing morn bora of the farnily to shredding 
into bits tho paper hoard. This accom- 
plished, pile tho tattors into a pot with 
wator aad cook it. To every quart of 
pripor and water add n handful of gum 
arubio and let tho whole simmer to a 
very thick crwftn. 


The sequence is easily guessed. The 


mixture nmst be put hot in the cracks, 
well packed and 
neatly 
smoothed. 


When cold, it is ready for the coat of 
floor paint, and aa hard as the rest of 
the boards, for it is really nothing more 
nor less than a papier maoho, and every 
one knowa what a tough article that is. 


Cracks in floors aro altogether too 


great a temptation for insects, so it is 
best to do away with tho possibility of 
their proving a harborage by adding a 
little paris green to tho paper filling. 
This poison will banish entirely the 
hideous water beetles that often infest 
even the, cleanest IcltchodB and bath- 
rooms. Care most be taken to keep it 
away from Children and pet animals, 
as it is very poisonooe. A little, mixed 
with rogar and jw* on old plates or sau- 
cers overnight and •aaed once or twice 
in a season, will bo all fiat is required. 
Those familiar with oouafcty lite know 
wb»t ft boon this groan paint has been 
to f annera in cidding thorn oi tho ubiq- 
uitous potato baette, cud there is no 
reason why the horoekeepar pfeonld fear 
this ammunition if tuaad iateUjgently.

indirectly to the war with the "Yankee 
pias." In the Spanish home ports lie tho 
Spanish merchant vessels, not daring to 
Tcnture out because of Watson's savago 
fleet. Therefore Spanish commerce is ?it 
o standstill. This means that Spanish 
factories and Spanish industries of almost 
every sort have been paralyzed. Little 
food is bcia-^ brought Into the country, 
nnd but iliWi> exporting is being done; 
hence thousar.ds aro idle. 


Added to ilns i= the fact that it is the 


poorer clasbCo who boar the bulk of the 
war tax burden. The most oppressive of 
these war tazss are the octroi taxes, which 
are levied on products taken from the 
country districts into the cities, and vice 
versa. 
Thus the peasant who carries 


eggs, chickens and fruit into Madrid pays 
an octroi tax on each article at the city 
gates as he jjoes in, and if ho buys any- 
thing in the city he is again taxed as he 
goes out. Naturally the prices which the 
peasant demands for his produce are high- 
er than when he had no tax to pay. In 
the case of the very poor, who always had 
a Lard time to get enough to eat, these 
prices are now practically prohibitive, and 
thousands in Madrid have bean for weeks 
without the barest, necessities of liia. 


Realizing that starving people are apt 


to be desperate the municipal government 
of Madrid has made efforts to keep tho 
populace quiet by distributing food, and 
EG the open plazas have been made tho 
theaters of such scenes us are seldom wit- 
nessed iu a European capital.

crowds of gaunt, hollow eyed Spaniards, 
old and young, throng the streets leading 
to iho plazas and fighfc their way to tho 
distributing booths, whore diminutive rolls 
of bread, little parcels of pork, occasional 
potatoes and broad Spanish beans are doled 
out to the famished crowds. Under the 
broiling svm they stand for hours at a 
time waiting for their turn to conn 


When the rush for the tables threatens 


to overwhelm the officials in charge, there 
is a call for the civil guards, and the troop- 
ers charge iuto tho mob, cutting it up into 
sections and driving the people out of the 
squares. 


The civil guard is the finest and best 


equipped force forming part of tho Span- 
ish army. In a correct sense tho guards 
are not soldiers, but are more of the na- 
ture of police. They aro organized on a 
military plan. Tho organization consists 
of some 40,000 men, and in rural sections 
their special -uty consists of protecting 
and guarding '.he country roads, even in 
the most wild and rugged provinces, so 
that a persou can traverse Spain always 
under tho vigihmco of a civil guard.

I may point to ono or two elements in 


the Manila victory which offer lessons 
not to bo lightly passed over. The extreme- 
ly feeble support which the Spanish ships 
received from the batteries behind thorn 
surprised me, as it no doubt surprised 
many others. 
Of the great power of guns 


mounted on a steady platform over guns 
mounted afloat no one has spoken with 
more conviction than American naval offi- 
cers themselves. Their conclusions after a 
very careful and sustained examination aa 
eyewitnesses of the bombardment of tho 
Alexandrian batteries was "that vessels 
are not yet and never will be able to fight 
on even terms with forts." 


It certainly redounds to Admiral Dewey's 


credit thnt, with such opinion behind him, 
he attacked as he did. But he attacked at 
very long range, stated to be 4,000 yards. 
Our Inference for the present must bo 
either that tho land guns were obsolete or 
that thoy were disgracefully served, or pos- 
sibly both. I should doubt if the con- 
stantly agitated cause of ships veriuK forts 
will bo found to have progressed by tho 
illustration of this battle more than to en- 
force the lesson that tho quality of tho 
weapons mounted and the drill of tho men 
bohind them must keep pace with what is 
done afloat and is far more important than 
costly quantity.—Vice Admiral Colomb 
in Pall Mall Magazine.

breeding establishments of America, ii 
not of the world. Of these five cows two 
were Brown Bessie and Merry Maidfii, 
which led the prize winners in the sev- 
eral tests, and Brown Bessie's son is 
still tho head of the herd, and Merry 
Maiden, who at Chicago was a 5-year- 
old of nnnjatnred but splendid promise, 
is now the famous matron of the farm, 
while Merry Maiden's son, a youngster 
of only a few months, combines the 
virtues of his illustrious dam aad of 
Brown Bessie's sou, his equally illus- 
trious sire. 


Science has decreed that only the 


most economically productive dairy cow 
can be of profit to the dairy farmer, and 
such a cow has to be more than tho 
sporadic "phenomenon," the freak of 
the breeder's luck, which gives an enor- 
mous quantity of milk nnder forcing 
and for a single week or possibly month. 
Snch a cow must have a record, both 
by right of heredity and the right of 
performance.

and.for successive years. A month or 
two of largo yield in fresh lactation or 
•under high i'esd and a rapid dwindling 
after that and early "going-dry" does 
not make a profitable cow. It ia tho 
cow that yields a large average of rich 
milk and whose year's work shorcs ;\ 
largo margin over her "keeping" end 
who can be expected, barring accident, 
to do this every year that tho dairy- 
man mu&t look to for business success. 


As an illustration, take the two Ooei- 


das—first 
and 
second—mother 
and 


daughter. Oneida last year (Oct. 17, 
189G, 
to Oct. 17, 1807), at the ago of 


almost 13 years, gave 12,784 pounds 11 
ounces of milk, testing 652 pounds 8 
ounces of butter. 
Oueida II, only a 


year and a half younger, in six days 
less than a year, ending on tho same 
date, gave 10,171 pounds 3 ounces of 
inilk, testing 655 pounds 8 ounces of 
butter. Joseph H. Walker, a distin- 
fnishoci mo7Tihf>r of roncrpss from Massa- 
chusetts, for years one of the most suc- 
cessful and philosophical breeders of 
Jerseys, said this in ono of his cata- 
logues some years ago: 


Now, Oueida, oco of the few daugh-

A New Team of Horses Purchased 


For the Engine. 
They Will 


Be Given 
Daily 


Practice. 


Two new handsome iron grey horses 


have been purchased by Chief Byars for 
the new chemical engine, and now oc- 
cupy new and commodious stalls in 
the rear of the fire apparatus in the No. 
2 hose house on Center street. 
The 


horses are now being trained to take 
their places promptly at the sound of 
the gong, and in this work they are 
progressing rapidly and already are 
doing very creditable work. 


It is the intention of Chief Byars to 


have a regular drill once a day, if not 
twice, when at the strike of the gong in 
the house the horses will take their 
places and bo harnessed to the engine, 
as is done in many other cities. In this 
way the horses will be kept in constant 
practice. The chief will, as soon as the 
horses are properly trained, invite the 
public to call at the house at these 
times and witness the work. The hour 
to be set will be at the strike of the 
curfew at 9 o'clock each evening. 


While a Transcript representative 


was conversing with the chief regard- 
ing the above facts, the alarm for the 
fire in the Wilson house drug store 
sounded, and in exactly 45 seconds by 
the v, atch the horses were harnoesed 
to the engine and on their way up Cen- 
ter street to the scene of the conflagra- 
tion, which, considering the fact that 
it was their first trial, was remarkably 
quick woik. Arriving at the scene the 
chief grasped the small hose from the 
reel on top of the engine, the cylinder 
was given a quick turn and before the 
horses were stopped a stream was play- 
ing on the fire. It was a good practi- 
cal test of the new apparatus, and most 
satisfactory- 


WHY THE SEGOND SUFFERED. 


Col. Clark, a Brave Officer, Said to 


Lack Executive Power. 


Word has 
been received from the 


front in the last few days which shows 
that there is considerable criticism in 
the Second regiment of the manage- 
ment of its commander, Col. E. P. 
Clark, says the Springfield Republican. 
There are those who say he was not 
aggressive enough in demanding those 
things which his command needed. The 
statement goes no further than that as 
an executive he was not a success, and 
that he was not, in the confusion of 
matters before Santiago, able to secure 
for his troops the advantages which 
they should have had; that, of course, 
was a very important function for a 
commander under the circumstances. 
That is where the colonel of the regular 
army shines. He has learned to ''kick," 
The officers at home now do not or will 
not talk of this matter. It is further 
intimated that one strong reason why 
our men have not been booked to come 
home earlier may be that their com- 
mander has not used the energy in se- 
curing- the privileges for them which 
other colonels have. And there seems 
to be no doubt that in Santiago the 
men who have "hustled" have gotten 
the favors.

The most 
serious statement made 


against the management

Clark is that matters went so badly 
after the troops reached Santiago that 
the officers outside of the colonel's 
staff were practically obliged to take 
matters in charge themselves. After 
the landing at Santiago on June 22 it 
became evident that the Second regi- 
ment was not being well provided for, 
and some four or five days later it was 
seen that something must be done, or 
the men would be in want for food. 
When matters came to this point, the 
officers of the companies got together 
of their own accord, and, after holding 
a meeting, presented the state of affairs 
to Colonel Clark, and insisted on action 
of some sort. Col. Clark then pushed 
matters and the companies were sup- 
plied. It may be that _the delay was 
unavoidable on the part of the com- 
mander, but the fact remains that the 
officers held the meeting- of their own 
accord, and the opinion was that unless 
some such step had been taken by 
them, their companies would have gone 
into the battle without adequate food. 


The men at the front in their letters 


have spoken most warmly of Colonel 
Clark's humanity and kindness to the 
wounded of his command. The matter 
of executive capacity in the field is 
largely one of such training as the 
regular officers get in active campaign- 
ing.
